Charged in. our-Name by our Officers, or by, a Herauld thereto warranted, to lay 
down their Artns, and render their Perſons to abide che Law, under the pain of 
Rebellion.  Likeas, 'to attempt to ſeiſe, and aQually ſeiſe, and keep back by force 
and Violenee, Perſons cited, and uncer Bail, to appear before the Court of Juſticia- 
ry, or any other Court or Judicature, to bear Witneſs, and give-evidence, or for 
any other Cauſe or effect. As alſo, to extort by Force and Vielence, Bonds, 
Declarations, or any other. Write or Paper from any one of our free Leiges, are 
likewiſe Crimes of a high nature, and ought to be ſeverely puniſhed. NEV ER- 
THELESS, it is of verity, That the ſaid 7Thomwas and Simon Fraſers, and the 
whole other perſons above complained upon, ſhaking off all fear of God, and re» 
eard to our Laws and Authority, are guilty,airt and part,of the Crimes above, and 
| after mentioned. In ſo far as the ſaid Captain Simon Fraſer and his Complices 
above named, being either already under a Procels of Treaſon, or' deſigning to ſru- 
ſtrate the, foreſaid Praceſs raiſed againſt others of their Accomplices, did upon the
